JUVENILE PROBLEMS 


Juvenile problems showed signs of fruition last 
week with the development of two matters of vital im- 
portance which caused some concern to the Center Goun- 
cil and the Project officials. 

The first was the minor fracas involving a Boy scout 
and several young boys over some misunderstanding at 
the talent show, The case was taken in review by the 
judiciary division of the Council and satisfactorily 
settled with the reprimanding of the boys involved, 

The second case, however, bore all the tradcmarks 
of greater consequence. It involved the actions of 
some juveniles who took the liberty of going out, to 
the farms on the trucks to swim without permission. 

These boys indulged in the activity of swimming au 
naturel in the stream bordering the farm. This action 
itself did not prove to be the crux of the problem. 
The trouble lay in the fact that the boys were thought- 
less enough to peel off their clothes in front of hones 
of Caucasian ranchers who resided along the banks. 

For these acts of indecency, some of the Caucasians 
cautioned the boys, saying that they should at least 
respect the sanctity of their families and undress in 
more secluded spots.. It is reported that the boys re- 
sorted to jeering and making indecent gestures to these 
mene 

Last week, the juveniles wore again engaged in their 
water sports without taking heed of the repeated warn- 
ings issued by the canal residents. The result was 


the discharging of ‘a shotgun over the heads of the ' 


youths. Stringent rostrictions of traffic to the 
farms laid down this week is ertirely due to tho 
thoughtless actions of tho faw boys who did not have 
the gense of respect for tho privacy of ‘the homes of 
the Bayou poople, and they should be awdre that any 
future inroads into the sanctity of ‘the cdnal people 
‘ would be dotrimental to thoir own wolfare as woll as 
to tho Project.

' how’ we can provide an outlet to thesé ‘youth so that they 
will not. deviate from pursuing more wértHy ‘6bjectives,.
